President’s Report 

American Guernsey Association President 
E. Cline Brubaker of Rocky Mount, Virginia, 
gave the following address to the member- 
ship. 

Fellow Guernsey breeders, friends and 
guests, we welcome you to the 1 19th Ameri- 
can Guernsey Association annual meeting. 
We thank the people of Maryland for their 
hospitality and work in providing this con- 
vention. 

I thank the board members for their time 
and the responsibilities they have accepted 
to serve on Guernsey breeders’ behalf. These 
people work hard to forge direction for our 
breed. 

I would like to thank staff for their accep- 
tance of the responsibilities we place upon 
them. We have a group of good people, and 
I urge you to help them do their jobs as much 
as each of you can. 

The board appreciated the loyalty and sup- 
port you, the breeders and friends, have 
shown the association in the past year. We 
are very aware of the financial challenges 
our farms are presently going through. Reg- 
istrations are holding their own at present. 
Our accounts receivables are actually a little 
lower than they were a year ago at this time, 
and we appreciate your understanding our 
tightened credit policies. 

As we look to the future, I believe milk 
prices will continue to improve (maybe dra- 
matically) in the next six months or more. 
Milk supply relative to demand is and will 
continue to be very tight. The supply situa- 
tion in the southeast may be frightening due 
to increased feed costs and feed production 


challenges. If the heat we are experiencing 
on the east coast is indicative of the sum- 
mer, milk production to meet needs will be a 
big challenge. On a positive note, BST us- 
age has not been as large as the industry an- 
ticipated. I predict that as milk supplies 
tighten, consumer demand could increase 
even with consumer price increases. This 
may be hard for us to comprehend, but just 
stop to think when you don’t have something 
or it is hard to get, how much does your de- 
sire for that thing go up? 

The milk prices we receive will need to 
now go above costs of production, if supply 
stays tight, to allow dairy farmers to pay ex- 
penses for feed and other inputs that have 
gone short in the recent past when milk prices 
lagged behind input costs. 

The reasons for these conclusions: Gov- 
ernment no longer has any reserves of but- 
ter, powder or cheese to release to markets 
to hold down milk prices. Milk price vola- 
tility will continue with the slant in milk pro- 
ducers favor. Only five years ago in May of 
1991, our government reserves of butter, 
powder and cheese were over 900 million 
pounds of products. For May of 1996, these 
reserves were zero pounds. Butter prices on 
the Chicago exchange have gone up from 
65 cents per pounds to $1.29 per pound in 
just eight weeks. Another one cent and this 
would be double. 

Consumers will in the near future begin 
to experience sticker shock for our products. 
I fully expect milk supplies to not meet de- 
mand, and some areas may not be able to 
bring in enough milk to meet demands of 
transportation availability and procurement 
costs. 

In our Guernsey breed, we must increase 
the ability of our cattle to withstand ever in- 
creasing production expectations and the 
stresses that go along as well as striving to 
increase herd life. We are not unique, all 
breeds are facing these same challenges. 

I am confident that we are correct in the 
renewal of emphasis on Golden Guernsey 
labeling of our product. The markets for pre- 
mium products are there. The time is right. 
Let’s move forward as rapidly as possible. 

We are considering using computers for 
communication between breeders of this 
country as well as worldwide. Somewhere 
in the future, promotion via internet might 
even pass our Journal as a promotion vehicle. 

At this time we do not plan any increase 
in service fees, but our budget will be very 
tight. We ask for your understanding if ev- 
erything is not done exactly as you want. 
Volunteers are always appreciated and some 
of you will be called upon. 
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Keep the faith in this breed, our associa- 
tion and the dairy industry. Working together 
many things are possible. Working alone and 
with little respect for others gives us little 
hope. Let’s continue to work together as a 
breed for a better future for all of us.

Promotion and Information 
Committee Report 

Promotion Committee Chairman Eldon 
Moss of Iowa City, lowa, gave the follow- 
ing report to the membership. 

Assembled here this morning are the most 
important people in the world. Don’t look 
around - it’s you! In this year of presidential 
elections, some politicians and bureaucrats 
think they are very important; but we, as pro- 
ducers of food, are far more important than 
they are. Without food, we sure don’t need 
politicians (maybe fertilizer should be 
cheaper this year with all the political stuff 
that’s being scattered around). 

Doctors have to come in second to food 
producers, and those of us producing milk, 
the most important part of our diet, are a step 
above the rest. A little higher yet is the 
Guernsey breeder, because of the balance of 
protein, solids not fat, and vitamins, espe- 
cially Vitamin A found in Guernsey cream. 

The Guernsey Breeders' Journal had an- 
other good year. We thank you for your con- 
tinued support and would like to encourage 
you to include advertising in your plans for 
the upcoming year. The association has some 
exciting news in that they have contracted 
to publish the Ayrshire Digest and other pro- 
motional work for the Ayrshire association 
such as sale catalogs, press releases and out- 
side advertising. 

The Show Committee reported that 1995 
was a success. The comittee is encouraging 
participation at state Guernseys shows, along 
with the national shows in Sacramento, Har- 
risburg, Madison, and Louisville. The show 
date of the Western National Show is Au- 
gust 22 in conjunction with the California 
State Fair. The National Guernsey Show at 
Harrisburg will be on September 25 and the 
National Guernsey Show at Madison will be 
October 2. The National Guernsey Shows at 
Louisville will be as follows: the junior show 
will be on November 2, the Guernsey Gold 
Futurity and open heifer show on Novem- 
ber 3 and the mature cows in the open divi- 
sion will show on November 4. 
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The Futurity Committee met informally 
and reported that the last national Guernsey 
Gold Futurity was much improved. It was 
decided that the milk-out in the Futurity will 
be eliminated to help prevent a lull period 
for the 1996 show. We appreciate the sup- 
port of fellow Guernsey breeders for this pro- 
gram. We encourage all Guernsey breeders 
to enter animals in this program. The cost of 
the first year's payment is only $3. If you 
consign animals entered in the Futurity to 
sales, it could possibly increase the value of 
your consignment. 

The National Youth Committee had a pro- 
ductive and successful year and is working 
on ways for youth programs to be self-sup- 
portive with functions such as the calf raffle 
and the fun auction that raised over $4,000 
after the youth banquet last evening. 

A scholarship has been developed from 
these funds. This scholarship will begin next 
year and will be available to high school stu- 
dents through the ages of 21. The appli- 
cants are required to use the scholarship to 
continue his/her education by attending col- 
lege, tech school or some other form of edu- 
cation such as A.I. school.

Marketing Committee Report 

Marketing Committee Chair Laurie 
Askew of Hilmar, California, gave the fol- 
lowing report to the membership. 

Mr. President, board members, AGA 
members, guests and friends, I am proud to 
present the Marketing Report of the AGA. 
My thanks to the Marketing Committee 
members: Peter Coon, Lee Riggs, John Mor- 
row and Clark Vilter. 

The marketing of Guernsey cattle, em- 
bryos, semen and Guernsey milk is para- 
mount to the programs of the Guernsey 
breed. 1995 was a good year for Guernsey 
marketing. The AGA was involved in many 
successful consignment, dispersal and pri- 
vate treaty sales, both nationally and inter- 
nationally. 1996 looks just as promising. The 
first Upper Midwest Spring Sale was a suc- 
cess, and Iowa looks forward to hosting this 
sale in 1997. The first International Guern- 
sey Classic made good on its promise to de- 
liver top quality Guernseys to prospective 
buyers. Plan to attend the second edition of 
this sale to be held October 2, 1996, at the 


World Dairy Expo in Madison, Wisconsin. 
This afternoon, be the last to bid on a fine 
selection of quality Guernseys at the National 
Convention Sale. 

Exports of Guernsey embryos to Austra- 
lia, Brazil and the U.K. have increased the 
need for available Guernsey embryos. Live 
animals have been shipped to Ecuador and 
interest has been expressed from Easter Is- 
land and South Africa. 

The Guernsey Gold program has been 
brought from near extinction to resounding 
success. 1995 saw 12 heifers purchased in 
seven sales. 1996 looks just as good. We 
encourage young people to participate in this 
program to learn how to purchase a quality 
heifer and develop her into a high produc- 
ing cow. 

In order to market effectively, potential 
markets and buyers must be sought out. The 
AGA is always willing to help with domes- 
tic sales. Let us know your interest in buy- 
ing or selling. Our export market has been 
opened to us with the help of U.S. govern- 
ment funds. Guernsey representatives from 
the United States will travel to South Africa, 
Australia, the United Kingdom, Canada, 
Ecuador, Easter Island, Japan, New Zealand 
and Brazil to entice sales to these countries. 
These individuals will be involved in a vari- 
ety of duties, from judging national shows 
to classification workshops to attending na- 
tional meetings. The AGA will continue to 
advertise in the Guernsey World and a two- 
year calendar was distributed to U.S. and 
international Guernsey breeders. 

The Guernsey cow produces a top quality 
product - her milk. In November 1995, the 
first meeting of the Golden Guernsey com- 
mittee was held. Members of that commit- 
tee are myself, Dr. John Mozier, Dave 
Cochard, Lee Riggs, Don Peterson, Steve 
Zalar and Melissa Morrow. Issues addressed 
labelling laws, geographic concentration of 
Guernseys, packaging, nutritional make-up 
of Guernsey milk and trademark legality. 
Marketing of premium Guernsey milk prod- 
ucts into niche markets is the primary thrust 
of the committee, along with the rejuvena- 
tion of the Golden Guernsey trademark. My 
sincere thanks to these committee members 
for their hours and hours of work. 

Mr. President, I move for adoption of the 
Marketing Committee report. 


Records Committee Report 

Lee Riggs of Evansville, Indiana, gave the 
following report. 

Mr. President, fellow Directors, employ- 
ees, members and friends, in an effort to save 
unnecessary expenses, the directors voted in 
December to stop sending the first quarter 
TPE lactation summary reports. At this meet- 
ing, we voted to stop the third quarter re- 
ports. Thus, you will now be receiving the 
lactation summaries twice per year - in Feb- 
ruary and August. These reports can be

mailed with other mailings to save postage. 

At the December meeting, the appraisal 
program was changed as follows: 

1. Cows must be scored three times with 
at least one score coming during or after the 
third lactation. 

2. Maximum scores for Excellent cows is: 

a. 90 points in first lactation 
b. 92 points in second lactation 
c. 94 points in third lactation 
d. 95 points in fourth lactation 

Heifers that are born twin to a bull may 
be registered at the one year rate up to their 
first calving. 

Rather than paying for transferring em- 
bryos when some do not result in calves, it 
was approved to charge the seller $12 for 
the transfer at the time the resulting calf is 
registered. Foreign transfers will still be $10 
per embryo. 

Instead of charging $10 per flush, a $10 
flush charge will be added to the registra- 
tion fee of a first calf registered from a flush. 

In December, 11 annual and five lifetime 
memberships were approved. In June, 20 
annual and eight lifetime memberships were 
accepted for a total of 31 annual and 13 life- 
time memberships for the year. 

The board approved the initiation of the 
Young Sire Production Contest. 

A review of the TPE Program at each 
board meeting is always discouraging as par- 
ticipation continues to decline. 

The board discussed at length the possi- 
bility of making changes in the Type Ap- 
praisal Program to help balance the budget. 
Possible changes include less frequent ap- 
praisals and appraisals conducted by the A.I. 
organizations. No changes were initiated at 
this time. 

The board also discussed the effects of 
USDA - AIPL, including owner-sampler 
records in the sire summaries in January 
1997. Should owner-sampler records be in- 
cluded on Guernsey pedigrees? The board 
voted to accept the same minimum data col- 
lection requirements for labor efficient 
records as approved by the Holstein Asso- 
ciation. 

Ownership of registered Guernseys by 
AGA employees always raises questions. 
The board voted that employees may pur- 
chase registered Guernseys at public auction 
and not by private treaty. 

The AGA Type Committee, chaired by 


Truman Weaver, recommended to the board 
that an udder composite letter score be given 
along with the final score at appraisal time. 

The Type Committee also recommended 
to score grade Guernseys when parentage is 
known to help collect more type informa- 
tion. These recommendations were approved 
by the board. 

Mr. President, I move for the adoption of 
the Records Committee report.

Finance Committee 

John Morrow of Tyrone, Pennsylvania, 
gave the following report to the membership. 

Good morning. Please refer to the finan- 
cial statement you received this morning. 

The difficult year the dairy industry expe- 
rienced in 1995 was reflected in the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Association’s finances. The 
association had a loss of $27,825. This is an 
improvement over 1994 and the smallest 
amount lost in several years. For the second 
consecutive year, we had a positive cash flow. 

Accounts receivable continues to be a 
problem. To encourage prompt payment, the 
board voted to change AGA policy on ac- 
counts receivable. Interest on all accounts 
over 30 days has been raised to two percent 
per month from 1.75 percent. 

The registration rebate to states was ended. 
The board felt it was no longer giving regis- 
trations the boost needed. 

At this time, we project that 1996 will 
continue the trend of smaller cow numbers 
than the previous year. For the benefit of 
Guernsey families and the AGA, a signifi- 
cant increase in milk prices for the rest of 
1996 and beyond would be most welcome. 

Thank you to my fellow committee mem- 
bers: Eldon Moss, Peter Coon and Cline 
Brubaker.

Guernsey Foundation Report 

The Guernsey Foundation is in great 
shape. I’d say it’s been a good year. I would 
like to introduce the committee at this time. 
If you’d stand, Dan Brubaker and Ernie

The Foundation has about $324,103.82 in 
the fund at this time. We had a pretty good 
year of income. We had $89,170 of income 
and $5,748 interest which we acquired 
through our investments and contributions

this year. 

You may ask for money for research 
projects. Basically we would like to contact 
universities where graduate students want to 
do some kind of research. The money is 
available. These projects will need gone over 
by the committee and evaluated on whether 
funding is available and whether the research 
is something we are really interested in. That 
is our job. This year we formed a Guernsey 
Research Proposal Committee. Those mem- 
bers are Dr. Ernie Berousek, Bonnie Ayars, 
Dr. John Moser, Janet Harding Ruslavage, 
Dr. Dave Dickson and Neil Jensen. We 
thought this would have some influence on 
the committee to help come up with ideas or 
talk to people that would like to have some 
funding for different projects. They have 
been meeting periodically to work on these 
ideas. 

We encourage everyone to get involved 
in the Foundation. I think we feel like we’re 
missing the boat because a lot of retired 
people are not aware of the Foundation’s 
need for funds. We encourage each of you, 
if you know somebody that’s retired or would 
like to donate to the foundation, to contact 
them. I think we feel like we need to contact 
these people individually rather than through 
our ad and so forth. We appreciate any con- 
tribution they might have. The memorial has 
been very good and we would like to con- 
tinue that. We encourage you to encourage 
people to contribute. 

I can’t close this report without a tribute 
to Bill Moore. I want you all to know that 
Bill was very dedicated to the Foundation 
and worked very, very hard and took it very 
seriously. We certainly miss his input on the 
Foundation, but we have to continue on. I 
want to recognize Todd and Janeice who are 
here for their contributions for memorials. 
We certainly are going to miss him.

Executive Secretary-Treasurer’s Report 
American Guernsey Association Execu- 
tive Secretary-Treasurer Neil Jensen gave the 
following report to the membership.

friends and guests, I am happy to share with 
you the executive secretary’s report. 

This past year has been a roller coaster 
ride for the dairy industry. These ups and 
downs have affected all of us. If you would 
have asked me last year to imagine the worst 
weather scenario, I doubt I would have put 
1,000 logs in the beautiful pasture where we 
enjoyed looking at cows at Wilsonview farm. 

I wouldn’t have had our breeders in the 
Midwest still planting corn at convention 
time. Besides the excess rain in some areas, 
breeders from Texas to Utah are battling 
drought. Earlier this year, slaughter cow 
prices dropped to less than half of previous 
years. They have begun to rebound, but not 
enough. 

There is a slump in milk production. In 
22 states monitored by USDA, milk produc- 
tion was down 1.3 percent in May compared 
to May 1995. Nevertheless, there is a posi- 


tive side to this. Farmers are getting paid 
more for their milk. Multiple component 
pricing is available in 30 of 38 federal or- 
ders, which according to Dairy Profit Weekly, 
is 79 percent of all producers. With poten- 
tial butter shortages on the horizon, multiple 
component pricing and lower production, 
there is no doubt that we can expect higher 
milk prices the whole year. 

Looking within the American Guernsey 
Association, we have also faced our ups and 
downs. One of our main objectives for im- 
provement by the AGA has been to improve 
our financial stability. We have taken the first 
step by having a positive cash flow for the 
second consecutive year. We cannot stop at 
this point. Do not be satisfied with this. The 
AGA must take the next step towards a posi- 
tive net income and it needs to happen now. 
I challenge the Board of Directors to pro- 
vide us with decisions to make this happen. 
I also challenge the members to support their 
actions. 

In reviewing facts shared with us by dairy 
records processing centers, two facts stand 
out as a problem that our breed must address 
now. Fact | - The percent of Guernsey cows 
leaving the herd per year is 40 percent, the 
highest of all dairy breeds. Fact 2- The aver- 
age age for lactating Guernseys is three years 
and 10 months. We are not alone as two other 
breeds are also at this level. This average age 
for lactating animals and cull rate is unac- 


ceptable. They must be improved. In addi- 
tion, we cannot sacrifice the emphasis on 
production our breed has taken. Production 
without type will hurt in the long run, and 
type without production doesn’t pay the bills. 
I challenge you to make every breeding a 
mating that has the opportunity to result in a 
productive and functional animal. If you do 
not have the time or desire to mate your herd, 
visit with the AGA about available mating 
programs. 

It is great to witness the Total Performance 
Evaluation lactation average improvement of 
350 pounds of milk to 15,323 pounds in 
1995. The butterfat average improved to 685 
pounds and protein average to 530 pounds. 
In 1994, our breed set a goal to reach a TPE 
lactation average of 18,000 pounds of milk 
and 630 pounds of protein by the year 2005. 
With production increases like 1995, we can 
easily reach this goal. I challenge all mem- 
bers to strive to reach this goal. 

One of the American Guernsey 
Association’s strengths is the people in the 
breed. Breeder participation has played an 
essential part in our breed throughout his- 
tory. Many breeder committees who are made 
up of volunteers have evolved. They have 
donated their time for the love of the Guern- 
sey cow. Do you realize the numerous com- 
mittees we have? They include the Guern- 
sey Foundation, Type, Show, Futurity, Youth, 
Production, Golden Guernsey Milk Market-

Valley Set Award 
Liebers Trophy 
The 1995 winner of both the Liebers Tro- 
phy and the Valley Set Award for the second 
year in a row is Pleasant Point C Sugar. As 


of December 31, 1995, “Sugar” had pro- 
duced 218,410 pounds of milk, 9,704 pounds 
of butterfat and 5,429 pounds of protein. 

The Liebers Trophy was established in 
1949 by Mr. and Mrs. Otto Liebers of Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, to recognize the cow with 
the highest living lifetime milk production. 

In 1986, the Ron Wenger Family of 
Goshen, Indiana, established the Valley Set 
Award to recognize the cow with the highest 
living lifetime butterfat production. 

To be considered for these awards, the cow 
must be alive and on test for one month dur- 
ing the year in which they are recognized. 

“ Sugar” was born on April 12, 1983. She 
was bred by Ernest Christensen of Ferndale, 
California, and is owned by Michael and 
Anne Griffith also of Ferndale, California. 


A Welcome Choice Admiral daughter, 
“Sugar’s” nine lactations include six records 
over 22,000 pounds of milk. Her highest lac- 
tation came at eight years when she produced 
30,280 pounds of milk, 1,363 pounds of fat, 
and 1,052 pounds of protein. “Sugar” was 
scored Very Good-87 as a 4-year-old. 

Owners Mike and Anne Griffith have con- 
sistently kept Pleasant Point Dairy Farm in 
the top 10 of the breed for production over 
the past several years and have been the top 
herd for butterfat in their testing association 
three times. The Griffiths milk 30 registered 
Guernseys and farm 80 acres with the help 
of their children Jeremy, Casey and Stacie.

This program 
gives youth the chance to add top quality 
genetics to their herds, along with the chance 
to win prize money. Fifteen percent of the 
sale gross is set aside for a production con- 
test. The heifer must calve before reaching 
30 months of age to be eligible to compete 
in the production contest. The winners are 
ranked by the animal's 2-year-old mature 
equivalent pounds of protein. In 1993, we 
saw 11 calves sell through five different 
sales. These 11 calves sold for an average of

Milk Prices Playing Catch-Up 

The USDA announced that the June Basic 
Formula Price (BFP) was $13.92, up $0.15 
from the month before and $2.50 from the 
same month a year ago. The BFP is likely 
to keep marching towards $15 this fall. That 
should help significantly raise mailbox milk 
prices. 

But make no mistake about it, no one is 
getting rich at these prices. Many cash- 
strapped farmers are only now beginning to 
catch-up with severe cash flow problems due 
to high feed and low beef prices. Many have 
been squeezed in the process and given up. 

The most recent milk production report 
shows June milk production in 22 select 
states down a whopping 3 percent over a 
year ago. This is unprecedented. The num- 
ber of cows on farms fell below the 8-mil- 
lion-head mark. This indicates a real prob- 
lem! The question begs, if milk production 
is this low now, what is going to happen 
during August and September? No one re-

ally knows. Even consumers are now won- 
dering what is going on. 

Processors and consumers are finding out 
what happens if dairy farmers are not paid 
a sufficient price to cover expenses. It’s not 
the corn prices, but the lack of sufficient 
milk prices that is causing economic havoc. 
Processors have no where to turn for addi- 
tional supplies of dairy products. Govern- 
ment warehouses of storable dairy products 
are currently dry and will remain that way 
under the new 1996 Farm Bill. 

Also, the new GATT deal has over-quota 
tariffs in place that will likely prevent im- 
ports from entering our borders. The Na- 
tional Milk Producers Federation reports 
these tariffs are currently 44 cents per pound 
for nonfat dry milk, 88 cents per pound for 
butter and 62 cents per pound for cheddar 
cheese. In other words, with current world 
butter prices, domestic butter prices would 
have to exceed $1.80 per pound before it is 
feasible to import butter. 

So a short milk supply, strong demand 
for dairy products and limits on imports will 
keep dairy product prices sky-high for 
months to come. That will act to push up 
the BFP and the Class IIIa price. Dairy pro- 
ducers are already finally seeing much

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higher milk prices. 
Milk Production Depressed 

June milk production for 22 select states 
was down 2.5 percent from a year ago at 
11.2 billion pounds. Both cow numbers and 
production per cow are down due to heat, 
poor forage and high feed costs. The Corn 
Belt and Upper Midwest are particularly 
hard hit. Wisconsin, Ohio and Iowa are all 
down over 6 percent from a year ago. Cali- 
fornia and Texas are up less than 2 percent. 
Commodity Prices Explode 

Dairy commodity prices literally exploded 
with reports that milk production was get- 
ting worse due to early heat stress in the 
Southwest, poor forage quality in much of 
the Midwest and a continuation of high feed 
concentrate prices. The June milk produc- 
tion report was 2.5 percent below a year ago. 
Also, May production was also revised 
down. That news sent dairy commodity 
prices to new highs. Prices for 40 pound 
blocks on the National Cheese Exchange 
surged to $1.56; AA butter was up to $1.53 
and even powder prices gained. Prices on 
the dairy futures exchanges also may have 
contributed to this new market psychology. 
On July 17, fluid milk traded for $17.35 per 
cwt on the Coffee, Sugar and Cocoa Ex- 
change for August delivery. That is for a 
tanker load of Grade A milk for manufac- 
turing purposes in the Upper Midwest. 

Part of this story is explained by ending 
stock numbers. Cold storage numbers on 
April 30 showed commercial butter stocks 
down 50 percent and cream down 11 per- 
cent. But cheese stocks were up 10 percent 
for natural cheese (used to make processed 
cheese) and 13 percent for other natural 
cheeses (used to make mozzarella). Demand 
for cheese must be very strong. 
Fall Outlook 

For now it looks like milk prices are on 
the rise. I’m projecting BFP to peak at $15 
this fall. Other economists are predicting 
$16. While no one can accurately predict 
the peak, all agree that prices are on the 
rise. The last few months of this year and 
the first quarter of 1997, however, is the 
mystery. Will production respond to higher 
milk prices and eventually produce excess 
milk? Or, will feed grain prices remain high 
and in effect keep milk prices at current lev- 
els. No one really knows.

It’s The Pitts 


try folks use the back door. 

In the country anyone who comes to the 
front door is usually selling something you 
don’t need or want. Even the dogs know the 
difference. Dogs don’t bite back door people, 
they are more apt to lick them to death. But 
let a stranger approach the front door and 
those same dogs will show their teeth, growl 
and suggest they are not welcome. Dogs are 
very suspicious of front door people. 

Back door people are more trusting. These 
are the same people who don’t lock their 
car. They would have no idea where to find 
a key for the house. 

If a neighbor stops by with some veg- 
etables they don’t bother to knock. They just 
pop their head in the back door and yell . . . 
“yoo-hoo”. If no one is home they’ll leave 
whatever they brought on the back porch. 

There may still be a working door bell by 
the front door but if someone rang it those 
inside would probably answer the phone in- 
stead of the door. 

Even the U.P.S. driver knows to come to 
the back door. If a substitute Fed Ex driver 
should happen to leave a fruit cake Christ- 
mas present by the front door it might not 
be discovered until Labor Day. 

The country home is usually designed so 
that the back door connects to a back porch 
or “mud room” as it is sometimes known. 
It’s called that because there is enough ac- 
cumulated top soil there to grow a garden. 
In the summer the dirty boots sit by the boot 
scraper by the back door. In the winter they 
are taken off inside along with the dirty 
pants and rain slickers that have collected 


there over three generations. There is a mat 
to wipe ones feet but nobody does, instead 
the mat serves as a bed for the dog. 

If a family member is particularly dirty 
from plowing a dusty field or wrestling 
calves the woman of the house usually yells 
from the kitchen, “don’t go tromping through 
the house with those filthy clothes on!” So 
the dirty clothes are left by the back door 
while the defrocked family member streaks 
through the house to the bathroom. No one 
would ever dream of taking off all their 
clothes by the front door and running through 
the dining room. 

The back door is usually two doors really. 
In the winter the wife pleads, “please close 
the back door so we don’t catch our death 
from cold.” And in the summer she yells, 
“don’t slam the screen door.” That could 
never happen with the front door. It’s been 
stuck shut for years. 

The back door connects to the back porch 
which almost always connects to the kitchen. 
The heart of the house. The front door, on 
the other hand, connects to a darkened en- 
try way that is seldom used. the wood pan- 
els on the front door have cracked and the 
paint is peeling. Birds have made a nest right 
above the front door, figuring it would be 
the most undisturbed part of the house. Spi- 
ders have spun their cobwebs across the 
front door and those flimsy strands might 
as well be protective iron bars. They keep 
the burglars out. The light bulb by the front 
door went out years ago. 

I wonder . . . when does the back door 
become the front door?
